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LOCATION. 

This  Institution  is  located  at  Lutherville,  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland,  in  a  high,  healthy  and  beautiful  section  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  ten  miles  north  of  Baltimore  City,  on  the  line  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Central  Railway.  By  the  railroads  radiating  from  Baltimore 
and  Harrisburg,  it  is  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Seminary  edifice  is  built  of  stone,  in  a  castellated  style  of 
architecture,  having  a  centre  building  with  wings,  presenting  a 
front  of  126  feet,  and  a  depth  of  68  feet,  the  centre  building 
being  surmounted  by  a  cupola,  which  afi’ords  an  extensive  and 
beautiful  view  of  the  surrounding  country. 

The  Seminary  grounds  embrace  several  springs  of  the  purest 
water,  and  are  very  extensive,  retired  and  attractive,  affording 
a  rare  opportunity  for  physical  exercise. 


HEALTH  AND  COMFORT. 

There  are  no  dormitories.  All  the  rooms  are  carpeted,  well 
furnished  and  warmed.  Every  means  of  securing  health  and 
comfort  is  carefully  employed.  The  internal  arrangements  of 
the  building  are  all  planned  to  secure,  in  the  greatest  degree,  ex¬ 
emption  from  the  risk  to  health,  w'hich  the  pursuit  of  education 
so  frequently  involves.  A  certain  amount  of  out- door  exercise 
will  be  required  of  the  pupils  when  the  weather  permits.  When 
the  earth  may  be  too  damp,  abundant  provision  for  this  is  made 
in  the  extensive  play-room,  and  a  system  of  calisthenics  there 
taught. 

Croquet  grounds  have  been  assigned  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  pupils,  where  the  pleasant  excitement  of  this  game  offers 
inducements  to  take  a  sufficient  amount  of  exercise. 
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PRINCIPLES  AND  GOVERNMENT. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  faculty  to  qualify  young  ladies  for 
the  intelligent  and  cheerful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  subsequent 
life.  They  will  strive  to  combine  the  cultivated  mind,  the  sanc¬ 
tified  heart,  refined  manners,  and  a  healthy  physical  develop¬ 
ment — in  short,  to  secure  to  their  pupils  all  that  conscientious 
and  intelligent  parents  would  wish  for  their  daughters,  with  the 
best  facilities  for  a  home  education  at  their  disposal.  The  Insti¬ 
tution  will  be  conducted,  as  far  as  possible,  as  though  it  were  an 
enlarged  family.  The  government  will  hence  be  parental,  firm, 
but  kind,  requiring  implicit  obedience  to  established  rules,  but 
impressing  the  minds  of  the  pupils  with  the  conviction  that  all 
rules  and  restraints  are  as  indispensable  to  their  own  happiness 
as  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Institute. 

Formal  rules  will  not  be  multiplied  beyond  the  requirements 
of  good  order  and  the  systematic  working  of  the  school.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  rule,  that  moral  principle,  a 
high-toned  sense  of  honor,  and  true  lady-like  refinement,  should 
mark  the  conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  enforced. 

Incorrigible  offenders  will  not  be  re-admitted  to  the  Institution. 


RELIGIOUS  CHARACTER  AND  DUTIES. 

The  Institution  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  but  the  views  of  truth  presented  will  be  left 
to  their  objective  force,  and  no  effort  will  be  made  to  alienate 
pupils  of  other  communions  from  the  faith  of  their  parents. 

All  the  pupils  are  required  to  be  present  at  morning  and 
evening  worship,  to  accompany  the  Principal  to  divine  service 
on  the  Lord’s  day  morning,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  parents 
or  guardians — and  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  exercises  in  the 
building  on  Sabbath  evening. 
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The  pupils  cannot  be  permitted  to  receive  visits  on  the  Lord’s 
day.  Without  investing  the  day  with  unnecessary  austerity,  it 
will  be  the  undeviating  aim  of  the  discipline  to  insure  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  its  sanctity,  and  to  make  its  exercises,  in  the  highest  de¬ 
gree,  both  edifying  and  agreeable  to  the  pupils.  Our  hope  is  to 
make  them  productive  of  permanent  religious  impressions  ;  and, 
as  every  mental  distraction  tends  to  defeat  this  object,  it  is  most 
urgently  desired  that  no  pupil  should  spend  a  single  Lord’s  day 
of  the  session  from  the  Seminary. 

Believing  that  the  happiness,  as  well  as  the  usefulness  of  wo¬ 
man  eminently  depends  on  her  Christian  character,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  she  may  be  the  chief  source  of  the  house¬ 
hold  influences,  that  may  make  or  mar  the  destiny  of  others,  it 
is  candidly  avowed,  that  the  attainment  of  piety  will  be  deemed 
a  most  desirable  blessing  to  the  pupils  of  the  school. 


COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


To  impart  d. 'practical  and  thorough  education,  rather  than  a 
showy  and  superficial  one,  will  be  the  principle  ur)on  which  the 
Institution  will  be  conducted.  A  prescribed  and  liberal  Colle¬ 
giate  Course  will  be  adhered  to,  where  parents  are  willing  to 
allow  their  daughters  to  remain  sufficiently  long  to  be  graduated. 

In  all  cases  pupils  will  be  classified  according  to  their  ability 
and  previous  attainments,  and  a  thorough  comprehension  of  ele¬ 
mentary  studies  will  be  required  before  advancement  to  higher 
branches. 

The  study  of  at  least  one  ancient,  and  one  modern  language 
will  be  required  for  graduation. 

The  ornamental  branches,  such  as  Music,  Drawing,  Painting. 
Fancy  Work  and  the  Languages,  will  be  taught  by  competent 
and  experienced  teachers.  The  Institution  is  amply  provided 
with  Chemical,  Philosophical  and  Astronomical  Apparatus, 
Maps,  Globes,  Pianos  and  Organs.

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OUTFIT. 

A  plain  style  of  dress  is  earnestly  recommended,  and  the 
yoang  ladies  will  be  expected,  as  far  as  possible;  to  keep  their 
wardrobes  in  repair.  The  morning  hours  of  every  Saturday  will 
be  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  needle.  Pupils  must  have  all  arti¬ 
cles  of  dress  marked  with  their  names  in  full.  They  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  come  furnished  with  toilet  brushes,  combs,  soap,  towels, 
table  napkins  and  a  feather  pillow  ;  over-shoes  and  umbrellas 
should  also  be  provided.

A  Chapel  Fee  of  one  dollar,  and  a  Library  Fee  of  fifty  cents  per  term  will  be 
collected. 

Books  and  stationery  at  city  prices.  Books  can  be  loaned,  if  desired,  at  a 
small  cost. 

The  necessary  expenses  in  the  regular  course  for  the  scholastic 
year  of  40  weeks,  including  rent  of  books,  are  $240. 

Payments  must  be  made  in  all  cases  for  each  term  in  advance. 

When  two  or  more  pupils  come  from  one  family,  a  discount 
will  be  allowed  on  bills  for  tuition^  if  paid  strictly  in  advance. 

Appreciating  the  fact  that  clergymen  are  generally  the  foster¬ 
ing  friends  of  institutions  of  learning,  and  desiring  to  lighten  the 
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expense  of  the  education  of  their  own  daughters,  they  will  be 
received  free  of  charge  for  tuition  in  their  regular  studies.  Extra 
branches  will  be  charged  at  usual  rates. 

Abatement  for  absence  will  only  he  made  in  cases  of  protracted 
sickness,  necessitating  removal  from  the  Institution. 

In  all  ordinary  cases,  pupils  will  he  expected  to  continue  their 
connection  with  the  Institution  for  a  year  at  least.  No  pupil 
will  be  entered  for  less  than  a  term,  or  the  unexpired  part  of  a 
term. 

Pupils  will  be  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  session,  and 
charged  from  the  date  of  entrance,  though  no  abatement  will  be 
made  for  the  voluntary  withdrawal  of  a  pupil  before  the  end  of 
a  term. 

EXAMINATION. 

There  will  be  frequent  reviews  of  the  various  studies  during^ 
the  year,  and  a  general  examination  will  be  held  at  the  close  of 
the  annual  session. 

SESSIONS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  first  term  of  the  school  will  commence  on  the  first  Thurs¬ 
day  in  September,  and  continue  to  the  first  of  February,  when 
the  second  term  will  commence,  ending  on  the  third  Thursday  of 
June.  There  will  be  a  vacation  of  two  weeks  at  Christmas. 

July  and  August  will  embrace  the  long  vacation. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

It  is  particularly  desirable  that  those  who  design  to  send  pu¬ 
pils  to  the  Institution,  should  make  application  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  each  session. 

Old  pupils  desiring  to  return  for  a  new  scholastic  year,  are  re¬ 
quired  to  give  notice  one  month  previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
fall  session,  if  they  wish  their  desks  and  room  to  be  reserved. 

A  prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  term  is  of  the  ut¬ 
most  importance  to  the  progress  of  the  pupil  and  proper  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  classes. 

Parents  are  reminded  that  allowing  their  daughters  to  ex¬ 
ceed  the  length  of  vacations,  or  indulging  them  in  extra  visits 
home,  wfill  seriously  injure  their  advancement. 
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Absence  from  the  classes  for  ordinary  visiting  during  the  ses¬ 
sion,  will  not  be  allowed. 

In  case  of  sickness  or  other  providential  necessity,  the  most 
liberal  indulgence  will  be  granted. 

Letters  and  parcels  addressed  to  the  pupils  should  be  directed 
to  the  care  of  the  resident  Principal. 

It  is  requested  of  the  parents  to  designate  the  persons  with 
whom  the  pupil  may  be  allowed  to  correspond. 

Visits  to  the  pupils  by  gentlemen  who  are  strangers  to  the 
resident  Principal,  will  in  no  case  be  permitted,  unless  sanction¬ 
ed  by  a  letter  of  introduction  from  the  parents. 

Visiting  in  the  village  is  not  permitted,  and  in  Baltimore 
only  in  company  with  a  teacher. 

Pupils  are  not  permitted  to  contract  debts. 

Novels,  promiscuous  newspapers  and  pamphlets  will  not  be 
allowed  in  the  Institution. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters,  while  members  of  this' Institution,  in  the  use  of  sweetmeats 
and  other  delicacies  injurious  to  their  health. 

Saturday  is  the  day  set  apart  for  the  reception  of  visitors. 
Visits  on  other  days,  except  in  urgent  cases,  are  not  convenient.
